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Solving A Problem 
OOMFTIME in the un foreseeable future Sa- 
lems traffic congestion will be solv ed. 
Sometime in the n ear future, say one 
or two years, the cutoff road will be com­ 
pleted south of the city—thereby offering 
some relief. 
But in the mean time, from all in dica. 
tion s, Salem’s main street is going to be con­ 
tin ually harassed by heav y v ehicular traffic. 
Salem's citizen s will bear it, but not neces­ 
sarily grin at it. 
As one of City Council’s n ewest mem­ 
bers, George Bowman, Jr., poin ts out, may­ 
be the best procedure is to let State Street 
crumble to axle depth from the con stan t 
poun din g of an un warran ted traffic. 
. That might discourage tran sien t traffic, 
but it certain ly wouldn ’t help the people of 
Salem who should be giv en first con sidera­ 
tion in the use of their own main thorough­ 
fare. Merchan ts would probably feel the ef­ 
fects of a bad down town street. Good city 
streets 
with 
adequate 
off-street 
parkin g 
areas are v ital to a prosperous community 
an d Salem should be no exception. 
Mr. Bowman, speakin g through a new 
Chamber of Commerce mon thly bulletin , 
poin ts to the possibility of routin g traffic 
through Salem v ia Second Street and Persh­ 
in g Street; on e-way traffic, an d the feasi­ 
bility of railroad ov erpasses. An exten sion of 
Second Street would be required. 
These sound good, but as Councilman 
Bowman poin ts out, the whole situation re­ 
quires serious thought. Con structiv e criti­ 
cism an d suggestion s from town speople are 
welcomed by Council, he poin ts out 


For The Sake Of Argument 
SPHERE ARE times—an d 1952 may be one of 
them—when the same old explan ation s 
no lon ger satisfy. 
There ev en may come a time in 1952 when 
some querulous citizen of the United States 
won derin g what his coun try’s soldiers are do­ 
ing in Korea, will be giv en a n ew perspectiv e 
on that particular situation . 
He may be asked to look at a map of east­ 
ern Asia, to fix in his min d the relation ships 
between Korea an d Japan , between Korea and 
Man churia an d between Man churia and what­ 
ev er plan s the Sov iet Union might hav e for 
in v adin g the Japan ese Islands. 
He may be urged to thin k about the mili­ 
tary problem which his gov ern men t was con­ 
fron ted with when it appeared suddenly that 
the Sov iet Union might con trol all of the Ko­ 
rean penin sula. 
The postion of the United 
States in the Japan ese Islan ds would hav e 
been un ten able, if that had happen ed. 
He may be urged to thin k about the mili­ 
tary position of the Sov iet Union if the Korean 
pen in sula were con trolled by the United 
States. In that ev en t, an y Sov iet plan for in­ 
v adin g Japan would hav e to take into account 
the possibility of a flan kin g attack. 
If the querulous citizen had n ot begun to 
un derstan d by this time that more might be 
at stake in Korea than gen eralities too woolly 
to be defin ed, one more thin g might be 
poin ted out. 
The United States is stren gthen in g 
its 
n orthern military defen ses in the Japan ese 
Islands, on the assumption that the threat of 
attack lies chiefly in what the Sov iet Union 
is doing on Sakhalin , n orthern most of the is­ 
lan d chain off the coast of Asia. 
By this time it surely wfiuld hav e dawn ed 
on the querulous citizen that parlor argumen ts 
ov er Korea may n ot hav e men tion ed one v ery 
poten t reason why the United States has tried 
so hard with the half-hearted backing of the 
Un ited Nations to keep that strategic pen in sula 
from bein g turn ed into an Asiatic bastion of 
the Commun ist conspiracy. 


C anada's Seaway 
fPHE FRANKNESS with which a quartet of 
U.S. Sen ators presen ted the St. Lawren ce 
seaway to the Sen ate as a choice between do­ 
in g somethin g quickly or lettin g Can ada tackle 
the project alon e is likely to in crease support 
for the latter altern ativ e. 
• Members of Congress kn ow from years 
past that doin g somethin g quickly is out of 
the question . The people who do n ot wan t 
the St. Lawren ce seaway—the eastern rail­ 
roads, eastern port cities an d parts of the elec­ 
tric power in dustry—hav e stalled it off for 
one gen eration an d are still full of resource­ 
fulness, 
But Canada, if it decided to tackle the 
project by itself, could do somethin g quick­ 
ly. Among the quick thin gs it could do would 
be to sell bonds to U.S. in v estors to raise the 
capital to make on e of the world's most ob­ 
v ious improv emen ts on n ature—an improv e­ 
men t so obv ious that apparen tly it can be un ­ 
dertaken only by Canada, because the United 
States con tain s too much obv ious opposition 
to it.

Churchill Plum Speech To Congress Jon. 17 


WASHINGTON 
nRITlSH Prime Minister Win- 
^ » ton Churchill can return to 
Washington fo r the seco nd stage 
o f his American v isit a lo t mo re 
co nfident than he was o n arriv al 
fo r his first talks with President 
Truman. 
American go v ernment o fficials 
can feel that way abo ut the re­ 
turn v isit, to o . Fo r a lo t mo re 
seems to hav e been acco mplished 
than the co nserv ativ e, carefully - 
worded 
co mmunique 
o fficially 
admits. 
Mr. Churchill, o n his seco nd 
v isit, will make an o n-the-reco rd 
speech to a jo int session o f the 
U. S. Co ngress Jan. 17. 
That speech is reportedly wor­ 
ryin g the Prime Minister. He 
plans to get back to Washington 
a day ahead of time and dev ote 
the full day, or night, to making 
the address a good one. 
He will hav e an off-the-record 
luncheon with the Washington 
press ccrps, at which he will talk 
an d an swer questions Jan . 18. 
How much more light these ses­ 
sions will shed on the state of 
American -Bn tish 
relation s 
re­ 
mains to be seen. 
There are still a lot of details 
to be swept up by the diplomatic 
and military white wings. But in 
addition to the points mentioned 
in the official communique, these 
further achiev ements might be 
elaborated. 


THE CHURCHILL 
Conserv a­ 
tiv e Party gov ern men t is now 
much more in accord with the 
American 
gov ern men t 
position 
on Communist China than was the 
Labor Party gov ern ment of Clem­ 
en t Atlee. It was the Labor gov ­ 
ern men t that recognized Com­ 
mun ist China. 
The Conserv ativ e position at 
the time was that there should be 
no recognition un til the United 
States and the British Common­ 
wealth nations approv ed. 
Hav ing recognized the Chinese 
Commies, the British do not feel 
that they can de-recognize them, 
at least for the present. They hav e 
an altern ativ e in withdrawin g 
their 
ambassador 
to 
Peking. 
Neither step may be taken in the 
immediate future. But whatev er 
is done will be in consultation 
with the U, S. and other allied 
gov ernments, and not as an arbi­ 
trary British action as before. 
Communist threats a g a i n s t 
Southeast Asia are considered far 
more serious than the communi­ 
que indicated. Reports of big 
Chinese 
Communists 
buildups 
aroun d Indo-China are un v eri­ 
fied. 
Presen t feeling is that the 
Fren ch can continue to han dle 
that situation. 
Situations in Siam and Burma 
are 
considered 
difficult 
The 


American an d British gov ern ­ 
ment« art now in agreement to 
be prepared for trouble in these 
areas before it breaks out. 
The job of meeting any threat 
in this area has been giv en to 
American, British an d Fren ch 
chiefs of stiff. 
Approv al for the creation of • 
Middle East command means « .on- 
tin n ed, join t efforts to solv e the 
Iranian and Egyptian crises. 
The World Ban k’s proposal to 
operate the Iran ian oil fields is 
considered a good plan and it 
will be giv en a good chance to 
succeed before any other ap­ 
proach is tried. 


THE EGYFTIAN situation is 
considered better than it was s 
month 
ago. 
The 
British 
are 
pledged to self-gov ernment for 
the Sudan after a 1952 plebiscite 
which will determin e whether 
the Sudanese wan t independence, 
allian ce with Egypt or with the 
British. 
American an d British gov ern- 
ments are now agreed on trie 
n eed for simplifying the North 
Atlantic Treaty organization. The 
cumbersome machinery of the 
500-delegate NATO conference in 
Rome will be streamlin ed after 
the 
Lisbon 
conference n e xt 
month. 
Presen t plans are to giv e the 
NATO organization a permanent 
seat of gov ernment. The British 
want it in London, n aturally. 
A secretary gen eral to run the 
NATO civ ilian organization may 
be named to act as a single ex­ 
ecutiv e head for the many in ter­ 
n ation al committees. 
Prime Minister Churchill will 
n ot embark on any solo missions 
to Moscow to confer with Stalin. 
The U. S. is to be consulted on any 
mov es for conferences with the 
Russians. 
On the other hand, U. S. bomb- 
ers based in Britain will not en ­ 
gage in retalitory atomic attacks 
without British approv al. The 
atom bomb was not mentioned 
in the communique, but an agree­ 
men t on atomic energy policy is 
said to be in the making. 
There were no firm agreements 
on deliv ery of more American 
steel to Britain, or more British- 
controlled copper and tin to the 
United States. 
All economic questions must 
first be threshed out within the 
British gov ernment 
after 
Mr. 
Churchill return s to London and 
presenU his program to Parlia­ 
ment. 
It will inv olv e further cuts cm 
British imports and other domes­ 
tic remedies to be taken up when 
the 
B r i t i s h 
commonwealth 
finance min isters meet in Lon­ 
don Jan . 15, to work out plans 
for what they call an "Operation 
Dov etail." 


Playing With Dolls

n pHE art of puppetry, as ev ery- 
**• one 
with a 
telev ision 
set 
knows, is to make the puppet 
seem to hav e a personality of its 
own. 
It helps if the puppeteer is so 
slick at his trick that there is no 
perceptible mov ement of his lips 
or ev en of the muscles in his 
neck. But the main thing is the 
illusion 
of 
in div iduality 
that 
tran sforms a doll into a person al, 
ity. 
A good puppet act is better 
than a turn between a pair of 
real persons. Creatin g the illusion 
of in div iduality in a bun dle of 
wood an d cloth is a better stun t 
than rev ealing the actual in div id­ 
uality of liv ing persons. 
Thanks to telev ision, millions 
of Americans now are in timately 
acquain ted with 
the foremost 
puppeteers of the day. And as 
time goes on they are grasping 
the significance of this an cien t 
art. 
It always has fascinated its 
practition ers an d their audiences 
for a simple an d obv ious reason 
—the perfection of the illusion 
that one person ality can div ide 
itself and become itself an d one 
other, or perhaps sev eral others. 
These extensions of the orig­ 
inal, howev er, always remain un ­ 
der the authority and con trol of 
their creator. Their indiv iduality 
is n ot their own at all. 
Among the countless millions 
who hav e howled ov er the antics 
of puppets, from those who de­ 
picted Biblical scenes in the Mid­ 
dle Ages to the debon air wise- 
crackers of the present, there al­ 
ways has run a continuous thread 
of saturn in e un derstanding. 
The actual puppets—the rag 
dolls—were 
represen tation s 
of 
human beings who in real life 
had no will of their own, though 
seeming to hav e indiv idual exist­ 
ences an d characteristics. The 
dolls used by the puppeteers do 
n ot suggest real people so much 
as they suggest shadow people 
with no will an d therefore no 
life of their own. 
Someone was wondering the 
other n ight why puppetry has 
been so successful both on radio 
and v ideo. The question would 
be stated more accurately if it 
won dered why puppetry has been 
so successful down through the 
ages. 
It was the histo ric beginning o f 
the theater. It has flo urished in 


ev ery civ ilisation. In no other art 
of portrayal is it so easily possibla 
for a domin ating intelligence to 
con trol all the elements of the art 
in which it finds expression. 
Puppetry is v astly more than 
an adv ance v ersion of playing 
with dolls. It is, rather, a tech. 
n ique of playing with people, 
through the medium of dolls. All 
human foibles and fears, as well 
as human nobilities, can be re. 
v ealed by the puppeteer, with no 
in terferen ce from temperamen t 
stupidity, 
hypocrisy, 
duplicity 
an d bashfulness.

Eczema, And Possible Causes

W. and sev eral others hav e j inks, match boxes, and almost 
* ' asked for a discussion of ev ery substan ce known to be 
eczema. This disease, which is used in industry hav e been at one 
now more commonly known as 
dermatitis v enenata, is the result 
of contact between the skin and 
some substance which irritates it, 
and is not from infection within 
the body. 
In a way, eczema is a kind of 
allergy. At first 
eczema is likely 
to appear as a 
simple 
redness 
of the skin but 
if the irritation 
has been sev ere, 
b l i s t e r s may 
form 
or 
ev en 
small pus pock­ 
ets. 
After a w hile 
_ 
the redness and 
u* 
other signs of inflammation may 
giv e way to chronic symptoms 
difficult to recognize. 
Eczema shows up on those parts 
of the body which hav e come in 
contact with the irritatin g sub 


time or an other uncov ered as the 
cause of eczema. 
There are four aima o f treat­ 
ment; to identify the substance 
which is causing the difficulty, to 
take steps to av oid further con. 
tact, to av oid puttin g things on 
the skin which might make the 
condition worse, and finally to 
use certain ointments and lotions 
which are mild and soothing, to 
help reliev e the inflammation and 
restore the skin to normal. 
Finding the cause ia often quite 
a Job. Sometimes it has required 
real detectiv e ability on the part 
of the doctor. 
Another difficulty in 
many 
cases of eczema is that the pa­ 
tien t may hav e tried to treat him­ 
self with tin cture of iodine or 
some other irritatin g substan ce 
which has caused a new type of 
irritation and conceals the n ature 
of the original one.
